Danger in Talk 

For the time being, at »ny rate, at 
leant Botne worl4 leaden jre reffardinjr 
BusAlans with the difitrufit the reda have 
earned down through the yean. British 
Prime Minister Harold Macinlllan spoke 
right out to declare that any negotla- 
■HlonB In the Cuban crisis must be under 
International control. Hiat's Just another 
way of saying the Russians are liars and 
can't be trusted. 

Certainly anyone willing to jooV at the 
record could have little use /or the Biu>- 
slnn word. Even such formal agreements 
as treaties have been upheld by the com- 
munists only so long as they served their 
purpose. TTiere Is no honor among the 
communists, even Including diplomata, 
as has been demonstrated torcetuUy In 
the current crisis. 

Under present circumstances, the V^. 
is not likely to be drawn into a typical 
commantat trap, a proposal for a mora- 
torium on both sides lasting two or three 
weeks to permit some negotiations. Fast 
records indicate the Russians probably 
would Ignore thefr part of-the bBrgaln. 

The world recognizea' the tennion and 
posaibillUes for fighting In tho Cf.S. ac- 
tion of throwing a blockade around Cuba. 
The world also should recognize the Im- 
probability of Russia conceding anything 
around the conference table. Even If any 
worthwhile concessions were made by 
the communists, their value In actual 
practice would be nil. 

United States experience with the 
communists dating back to such historic 
meetings as those staged at Potsdam 
and Yalta should serve to emphasize the 
dangers of discussions and agreements 
with tho Russians. Discussions of dis- 
armament that have gone on and on at 
Geneva haven't resuJM in anything 
worthwhile, even though the U.S. backed 
away from many original dcmanda in an 
effort to start someiort o(-41a^ipameM 
or cancellation of, nuriaar tenST 

Another illustratfofi of the general fu- 
tility in talking with the Russians can 
be found In all the discussions over Ber- 
lin. Even the United Nations Illustrates 
the attitude of tte RuBslans. . 

But now, finally; there Is every Indi- 
cation tho United States has learned a 
lesson about the dangers of talking with 
the Ruaeians about anything. Even If 
President Kennedy should reach the un- 
likely decision to agree to a blockade 
moratorium, U.S. naval' and air forces 
would keep a close check on the a^ 
proaches to Cuba. It's not hard to gnesa 
how fast the U.S. would call attention 
to a Russian vlolation of the moratorium 
and it's equally easy to guess the U.S. 
would resume its blockade Immediately 
a Soviet violation was detected. 

The matter of IntemaUonal control In 
any agreement involving the conununlats 
is one demand that has been rejected 
time after time by the Russians. The 
reason is obvious. The Russians will 
agree to anything just so long as there 
is no way of mScing certain they live 
up to their word. 

The United States and the rest of the 
world should never forget it.

Thou fears proved Entirely 
groundless. Attcr the election 
Elsenhower^ opponent, Adlal 
Stevenson, estlmiled that the

trusted leader with a great mill- 
tary repuisUoR.

wiw YonK, Oct. n m — 

Stocka bucked and reared In tha 
heaviest trading slntp the May 
"crash" this week — Jut closed 
showing ]ust a minor! oss. 

The popular averages wl.. 
pelted for heavy losses In the 
first two sessions as war clouds 
gathered over the Caribbean, but 
they staged one of the biggest 
rallies In the annals of the ex- 
change at the close on Wednes- 
day when Russian Bcas Khru' 
shche* announced "no rash de- 
clslona" would be made la the 
Cuban situation. 

On further consideration, 
many Wall Slreetera decided be- 
fore Tliursday's opening that at 
leut part ot the rally had been 
a premature emotional outpour- 
ing of relief, and many cashed 
In profits made the day before, 
driving prices down again. 

The renewed decline continued 
In mild fashion on Friday as It 
became more obvloiu to investors 
that the nusso-Amerlcan clash 
over Cuba was tar from settled. 

Nevertheless, there was feeling 
In some quarters that the sell- 
ing was a false move— perhaps, 
even a setting climax prior to a 
long, austalned advance In slock 
prices. 

Tbelr reasoning was based on 
historical precedent. Each time 
since World war 11 thatliUema-

For ectmpte, the atate hatch- 
cry production ol rainbow trout 
nlone soared Irotn IBIJGO pounds 
In ISSO lo BSiM* pounds In IDU, 
■ sn IncreosB ol over 73 per ccnL 
This does not Include (Ish raised 
by [edeml ntenclet and released 
the same years In Idaho waters. 
Other hatcheries added wiothcr 
30^71 poundi ot rainbows In 
IDSO, and B0,<10 pounds " 

Actually the Eoln In numben 
produced ai the end ol the dec- 
ade wDs only about one and one- 
fourth million Ilsh over 1B50. The 
llBUrcs lor state hatchery pro- 
duction OTfl 7,348,013 In I9», 
compared to B.TnjlS tn ItWO. 
Theso numbers do not Include 
other spectet of flsti produced 
durlna those years, tho thou- 
sands of cutthroat, biWk, brown, 
Eamloopa, kokonee, mocUnaw 
and solden trout, or warm wa- 
ter species such as lar&emouth 
boa. 

Rainbows are much more 
Mtaploble to hatchery propaga- 
Um and rearing thou other 
Epcdea oC trout. That, coupled 
with the demand oE Ilshermen 
lor 'bows and their ablUty lo 
adjust to iL wide rnnRc ol en- 
viron me nisi conditions, explains 
why the bulk ol hnlehcrj'-mlaed 
Ilsh are ol this species. 

It Is nolcworthr that 
not a poor production ycnr. 
Hatchery production In pound- 
■fie that fear more thnn doubled 
the mark, nnd was lts.03t 
pounds sreater than In IMS. ITta 
number ol catchable-slied Ilsh, 
trout six to IS Inches loni, went 
tram 317,tlS In JBU to mfiiS In 

ino. 



Thus the trend toward pro- 
ducing catchsble-slsed trout be- 
Rnn toon after the dose of World 
war II, when military personnel 
ntid Industrlnl workers returned 
lo Idaho. Likewise the Increase 
In resident lUhermen was paced 
lore nonresident Ilshermen 
pattern very similar to the 
present. 

Chonglnit over from tho pro- 
ctactlon of tnaWona of JJttIc fiflli 
to about the same number of 
"catchsbles' meant plannlnR and 
plant expansion work lo hnndle 
the enormously greater pound- 
age. It also required chanties In 
distribution equipment, InrRcr, 
ItnproTed haul Ins units, and the 
development of better Ilsh foods. 

Cuirent flRurcs will not be 
available unUl later this month 
but, durlnit the IDSD-GO blennlum, 
over five million catchablcs were 
produced In stale hatcheries and 
released In Idaho streams, lakes 
and resertolrs. Probably another 
hoI^-mjlUon were planled with- 
in the state by other asencles. 

Cstchablfsjuji .raised and r 
leased with Uie view that thc>- 
loon will show up In the creel to 
provide trout ftihlnic tar better 
than a stream can naturally pro- 
duce tinder heavy tlshlntt pres- 
sure. Also tlie catchables take 
pressure from native fish. 
liag been protected and at- 
most spoon-fed In the hateJterles 
from one to two years, tho crecl- 
tlted rainbows not or If ha vs dlf- 
[Iculty competlnR with wild spe- 
cies for food and restlnit places, 
but also tend to be more at- 
tracted to the baited hook. 

Tho first oUte hatchery was 
built on Silver creek about IS 
miles below nalley in 1007, Now, 
more than hall a century later, 
the fish and Rnmc department 
operates H hatcheries located at' 
American Falls, Aahton, Clark 
Fork, Easle, Grace, Haitcrman, 
Hflyspur. Ilenrjs Lake, Mockny, 
McCall, Mullnn, Sand point.

Fish allocation Is based on rc-

a blR volume called a "catalORue 
or Idaho streams and lakes," a 
loaieleat notebook that Is ad- 
Justed continually as new facts 

re available. 

With the Incrcoicd fish pro- 
duction, a new type of balanced 
diet, fortified with vltnmln.i, has 
been developed In pellet and 
mcttl forms to replace traditional 
red meats, otlnl and other onl- 
mat prtxlucla. Tills not only In- 
;cs the quality of fish, but 
alio reducn tabor costs, Uore- 
It cuts down disease re- 
sultlnR from dietary deficiencies.

Advertising is a wonderful medium and probably as 
much a part of our lives as eating and sleeping. Certainly 
it 1b a vital cog in the machinery of our economy. 
Advertising also can be a fink. 
Aa evidence of this we offer what may well be the rage 
next summer. A California firm that was behind the hula 
hoop craze will offer to the consumer of useless gadgets 
the "water wiggle," a device of absolutely no use to any- 
one but which probably will make the firm a gross in the 
millions. 
Here's how it works: 

A hoae is attached to the garden outlet, and when 
tfie water is turned on, the gadget will wiggle aroand 
the lawn. In the other end, the California firm says, 
is a "kooklc face" crowned by a mop 6f black hair. If 
the company has Its way, next summer it should t>e 
wiggling and spouting on every other lawn in the 
nation. 

To say that gadgetry such as this is a disconcerting 
commentary on life in the affluent society is an under- 
statement. It seems that when all legitimate needs are 
provided for, things can only l>e kept moving through a 
constant and frantic search for the useless. 

And it can only be kept up as long as advertisers 

hold the public in the illusion that the usele&s is not 

also pointless, 

Eric Johnston, a moviediJm official, says the movie ad- 
man's job is the toughest of all, Antl he's right. Stop to 
think how many synonyms there are for "stupendous" 
and "colossal," 

The nation should be up In arhis over the Cuba 
crisis. Look at all the television shows that are being 
interrupted for news specials. And what ever hap- 
pened on "Wagon Train" Wednesday night? 

We're thoroughly burned up. We mean mad. Furious. 
Steaming. 

-It serves the promotors of the FuHmer-Tiger match 
right if they lost money on it. After the way they bun- 
gled the broadcast rights for the title fight they deserve 
to lose money. We cannot shed a tear in sjTnpathy. 

With millions of persons anticipating the match, 
only a handful waa able to enjoy it. The rest had to 
wait 24 hours for full reports and be confent untft 
that time with just the final outcome. Hundreds of 
persons, including promoters and boxers, are crying 
because boxing has lost face with the public. What 
better way to seal its doom than to keep the people 
from enjoying the match? 
They deserve oblivion.

IBOl. Uiere was standing In the 
streets of Oeorsetown, Wis, a 
little Ualn of five wasons, all 
ready to pull out. Sprlnit hod 
come with all Its beauly anil 
friends ghthered from the coun- 
try round to bid Us farewell; 
friends, alas, we were destined to 
never meet asaln. 

"As the lost hand yfoa wninff, 
and the lost tear shed, the horse 
Uams started, then, with Uie 
'wah haw budc' from the drivers, 
the oxen beson to putli their, 
yokes, wheels began to roll, and 
we were off. 

"My father had one spring wa- 
son. dnvn by horses, for Uic 
family conveyance. So had 
□cariie ' Patterson. The other 
three wajons were drawn by four 
yoke of oxen hitched to each 
v»Son. 

'Uy sister Kan and little 
OeorEB were to, ride In the iprlns 
wagon with father and mother 
and Andy, so the Uttle boys could 
bo compimy tor each other. They 
frefluently begsed to.be allowed 
to Ret out to see It they could 
wUk as fast as the oxen could 
go." 

She contlnufj the stoiy by rc- 
laUng that they later crossed a 
river and after travcUns all day 
camped for Che first nifiht Jtut 
II miles from the pobit they

long. In fact It was about four 
montlia before they reaclied Fort 
Hall "and sUrted to Unvel dowr- 
bcslde the dreaded Bnake river.

ble for weeks." 

Life Jn » wneon tmln, accord-

"'Why not laugh and be glMl? 
Wasn't Uient'a pot oC fortune at 
the end ot the rainbow trail? 
Ves, there was . . . and for some 
tlie grave lay betwetn them and 
the end. For olhcn the mlnbow 
of hope (panned 3Q to 4D years

"Perhaps It U a good thing 
they did not know Chat, for Che 
surplus of hope would not have 
been ample enough for the sight 
drntt on reserves. Very few had 
even a hundred dollars cash on 
their persons.
